DARMSTADT, Aug. I — The 
residents o f the bo mb-ruined to wn 
o f D arm stadt were silent to day, 
grimly aware that seven German 
civilians, 
including two wo men, 
have been sentenced by an Amer­ 
ican military co urt to die. 
Tho se sentenced to death were 
charged with participating in the 
mo b murder o f six United States 
airmen near the village o f Russel- 
aheim last August. 
Three o thers drew lo ng priso n 
terms One was acquitted. 
The stunned villagers sat rigidly 
last night while the Seventh Army 
military co mmissio n, after a fo ur- 
ho ur deliberatio n, anno unced the 
sentences. The time and place o f 
the hangings will be determined by 
Lt. Gen. Wade Haislip, co mmander 
o f th** Seventh

rete YVitzler. 50. Kathe Reinhardt, 
38 , Jo seph Hartgen, 42, Friedrich 
Wust, 45, Jo hannes Seipel.
